A noon-hour fire Monday of 
this week at the Vulcan Seed 
Cleaning Plant damaged the top 
floor of the elevator-styled build¬ 
ing but was knocked out by the 
Vulcan Volunteer Fire Brigade be¬ 
fore it reached its dangerous 
potential. 

Shortly before 1:00 p.m. Percy 
Myers of Vulcan turned south on 
the highway bound for Lethbridge 
and on glancing at the Seed Clean¬ 
ing Plant, operated by his son, 
Elwood, spotted flames coming 
from a top floor wall vent. He 
rushed to the plant where Elwood 
was working in his office and im¬ 
mediately the call"was phoned in. 

Seconds after the third whine 
of the siren the first and second 
fire trucks were on the road and 
on reaching the scene one hose 
with water from the 500 gallon 
tank on the new rural fire truck 
was sent up the elevator "lift” to 
the fire area. Firemen George 
Richardson and Ray Beckner were 
picked for the first try at the 
flames above and had much of the 
interior fire under control by 
the time extra outside hoses were 
run up the lower levels of the 
building. 

Delay in getting water to sup¬ 
plement the tank supply was 
caused by the distance from the 
nearest source. Hoses were run 
from the Vulcun Body Shop cistern, 
a distance of three blocks. Another 
temporary cut-off of long-distance 
supply occurred when a four inch 
hole broke out in a worn length 
of hose, which had to be replaced. 
Although smoke came from all 
sides and top of the upper floor 
of the plant, very little flame 
showed and there was no explo¬ 
sion or burst of fire through the 
roof such as happened at the cafe 
fire of two weeks ago. 

By about 1:30 p.m. firemen were

Fall Rye Up 
In Three Days 

The summer rains may have 
come too late for much of the 
far east country out of Vulcan but 
they have resulted in phenomenal 
early growth of fall-sown grain. 

Budd Andrews, on his place 
about four miles west of town, is 
still shaking his head over a field 
of rye planted Tuesday, Aug. 
which saw sunlight only three 
days later. Under normal condi¬ 
tions a crop is planted and the 
green stuff is not expected for at 
least a week but Budd claims you 
could look over his field in the 
early evening ngainst the setting 
sun and see a mantle of green over 
the dark earth. 

Budd began seeding on the- 
Tuesday and cn Wednesday was 
held up by cultivators so left it 
a half day. Growth is so spon¬ 
taneous that the rounds seeded 
later are quite noticeable, 

The moisture conditions of the 
soil and the heat of the sun are 
combining to make all this pos¬ 
sible. Budd reports the top half 
inch of soil is dry and warm, 
while below there’s plenty of 
moisture. 

One hope of many farmers 
planting fall crops is that the 
grasshoppers aren't lined up too 
deep awaiting the green meaL

Faith in Vulcah’s future as a good business town 
has been evidenced lately by construction of new com¬ 
mercial buildings such as the Vulcan Bakery-and the 
newly opened I.G.A. Store and the enlargement or 
remodelling in recent months of several other busi¬ 
ness places such as the Vulcan Food Market and 
Town & County Cleaners. The new Vulcan Clinic was 
occupied Monday of this week and construction of 
the new wing of the Municipal Hospital is now under 
way. 

In addition to this type of construction, many 
new homes have been built in Vulcan in recent years 
and several more are in various stages of construc¬ 
tion at the present time. The owners of these new 
homes are not fly-by-night citizens; they like Vulcan 
and are investing thousands of dollars in new homes 
in the belief that it will continue to be a good town in 
which to live. 

The one really black mark against Vulcan at the 
present time is the water situation. We are lacking in 
quality more than quantity of this all-important re¬ 
source but without lots of good water Vulcan cannot 
continue to grow. 

The town council has been going through a dif¬ 
ficult time this past year, trying to decide just what 
the best solution to the problem is and what steps to 
take. Suggestions and findings of engineering firms 
have been contradicted by the provincial board deal¬ 
ing with water resources and research, to the point 
where it is hard to know just what to believe and 
what course of action is correct. 

At the present time, a private well-drilling firm 
is sinking numerous holes in an effort to find good 
water in quantity. Water, in varying quantity, can be 
struck almost anywhere but water that is relatively 
free of Glauber’s salts is hard to find in this locality. 
Two of the town’s present seven wells produce good, 
salt-free water, but the water from the other five 
wells contains Glauber’s salts. The well-drillers are 
gambling on finding a water source or sources that 
will produce up to 100 gallons a minute of compara¬ 
tively pure water. If they fail, the next best bet seems 
to be a $150,000 expenditure on pipeline and plant to 
utilize the airport wells. 

The best source of good water for Vulcan is, of 
course, Lake McGregor. This however, would require 
an expenditure of close to three-quarters of a million 
dollars .— far out of reach of the town’s borrowing 
capacity. 

i Good water, in quantity sufficient to meet all re¬ 
quirements and at a reasonable rate, is a “must” if 
Vulcan is to continue its present steady rate of 
growth. This goal should be all-important and the 
town’s course of action to achieve it should be pur¬ 
poseful and decisive.
